Pronounced opinion in the lower 
Mississippi valley is that the level of 
land prices will be raised at least 60 
per cent, potentially, in the event of 
the passage of the flood contro} bill. 
Army engineers compute’ that the proj- 
ect contemplates an expenditure by the 
government of $25 to $50 or even more 
an acre benefited by the protection. 
Thus automatically it would make the 
land worth more in the area subject to 
flood from Cairo to the gulf. 

Likewise, critics argue, the bill in its 
present form would tend to raise the 
general price of some 4,000,000 acres 
on which the government would have 
toacquire flowage rights as part of its 
plan for protection, 

It is these 4,000,000 acres, largely 
swamp and timber land, owned by 
lumber and other corporations, and the 
possibility of a huge land scandal and 
of pork in vast quantities that have 
led President Coolidge’s advisers to 
declare the cost of the flood control 
bill will run to a billion or a billion 
and a half dollars. 


Land Market Inactive. 

A tour of the alluvial valley on the 
west bank from Cairo to Baton Rouge 
indicates that the Jand market is rest- 
ing on its oars, somewhat skeptical 
that the present bill will become a law.

FOOL PUBLIC 
OUTLAWRY 


Survey Shows City in 
Grip of Rackets. 


That crime reports are being sys- 
tematically suppressed in all Chicago 
police stations to prevent exposure of 
sensationally mounting crime totals; 
that gambling and vice are common 
throughout Chicago and Cook county 
and that Chief Hughes’ declaration of 
a “625 per cent reduction in crime” 
is an absurdity growing out of an 
attempt to suppress the spread of 
criminality under the Thompson ad- 
ministration has been brought to the 
surface after a scrutiny of nearly 
every ward in the city. 

It has been found that the former 
system of keeping crime records is 
not in vogue now—has not been since 
the advent of the deputy commis. 
sioners of police. Records available 
to the public have ceased to contain 
reports of robberies, burglaries, as- 


jsaults, sex crimes, bombings, and other 


major offenses unless there was an 
arrest and the case could be recorded 
as “cleared up.”’ 


How Crimes Are Recorded. 

Daring robberies appear on the sta- 
tion complaint book as “ wants to see 
detectives,” the observers have re 
ported. Burglaries are entered as 
“Jost property.” An automobile re- 
ported stolen is listed as valued at 
$100; if it is recovered it is listed at 
$500. The deputies and the captains 
are in a fair way to make records in 
comparison with the crime reports of 
bygone years. Several captains have 
been outspoken in giving orders that 
nothing but murder be put on the 
books “because murders have to be 
reported to the coroner, anyway.’ 
They have refused to send out the 
usual broadcast messages on the tele- 
type, informing bother police stations 
to be on the lookout for perpetrators 
of a crime—because such teletype mes- 
sages would lead to public knowledge. 

Policemen say they are hindered in 
arresting criminals because they [the 
policemen] are kept in ignorance of 
the crimes committed in their districts. 
Lack of codéperation is said to have 
developed to such an extent that the 
detective hureau squads assigned to 
certain police districts are not told. 

Pawn Detail Handicapped. 

The failure to report property losses 
is said to have affected the pawnshop 
detail, which is charged with the duty 
of making a daily canvass of all the 
pawnshops and scanning the articles 
received in pawn. 

Detective bureau squads are re 
ported as having been instructed to 
keep out of saloons, pool rooms, 
gambling joints and similar places. 
The main duty of the downtown 
squads is said to be to arrest large 
numbers of men for the twice a week 
showups at which victims of 
view all those arrested who don't 
out on writs of habeas corpus. 

No Check on 

The motorcycle police have been 
abolished, with the consequent re- 
ports that there is no one to stop 
speeders except on the boulevards. 
The present motorcycle with side car 
is used for other purposes than chas- 
ing speeders, police say.

End Tyranny, 
Cry 200,000 
in Roumania

LONDON, May 7.—{4:40 
Details of a plot of former Crown 
Prince Caro] to overthrow the govern- 
ment of Roumania and seize the 
throne now held by his 6 year old 
son, King Michael, are revealed by the 
Daily Express this morning. 

While 200,000 Roumanian peasants 
were meeting in Albajulia to demand 
an end to the tyranny of Premier 
Bratiano’s régime, Carol had arranged 
to have two British airplanes leave 
here secretly. The planes were to 
scatter manifestos over Roumania, 
anonuncing Carol’s readiness to return 
to take the throne. 

British Halt Planes. 

British authorities learned of the 
| plot and forbade departure of the 
planes. Carol then immediately dis- 
patched his English agent to the con- 
‘tinent on a secret mission. 

Officers of the Imperial Airways said 
they had no knowledge of the missior 
for which the planes were chartered. 
They were astounded when informed 
by the British government. 

One side of the manifesto bears a 
photograph of Carol in a military uni- 
form with the inscription, “ Rouma- 
nians, do not forget King rdinand's 
_gon. In exile. London, May 5, 1928.” 

Denies Woman Will Stop Him. 

On the other side, Carol advances 
‘reasons why he should return, and 
| says: 
| “I declare I left my country un- 
willingly, compelled by unhappy cir 
cumstances. Mme. Lupescu was not 
the cause of my leaving. She will 
not prevent me from doing my duty 
‘to my country.” 

Carol appeals to all Roumanians to 
‘rally to his standard and help him 
‘secure free elections, freedom of the

| Indiana's 38 dclegates to the 
‘can national convention depends 
largely on whether the Hoosiers un- 
dertake to clean house in the pri- 
maries on Tuesday. 

If there should be a popular up- 
rising at the polls to retrieve the 
reputation of the state, which has 
been smirched by public scandal, of- 
ficial corruption and the excesses of 
intolerance; if there should be a re 
volt in the Republican party com- 
parable to that in the Illinois and 
Ohio primaries Hoover would be 
likely to be borne to victory on the 
crest of the wave, 


Flame of Revolt Fanned. — 

There is abundant evidence that the 
spirit of protest against disgra¢eful 
political conditions that triumphed in 
Illinois and Ohio has made its appear- 
ance in Indiana. In fact, it is evi- 
dent that flames of revolt against 
the Repu organization affiliated 
with the score of convicted, indicted 
or otherwise exposed peculators and 
corruptionists have been fanned by 
‘ the success of the protest movement 
in Illinois and Ohio. 

Senator James E. Watson, Héover’s 
opponent in the primary and head of 


one of the most perfect pleces of po 
litical machinery ever put together 
and upon this perfection Watson is 
relying to resist any revolt in the 
| party ranks. 

In Ohio Hoover was the beneficiary 
not only of a popular protest against 
the old Republican machine with 
which the late Senator 
identified and the Anti-Saloon league 
affiliated, but of a split in the om 
ganization. The Republican bosses in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and other large 
cities espoused the cause of Hoover 
for the purpose of unhorsing Willis 
and the league. Hoover won largely 
because of the activity of these urban 
organizations. 

In Indiana such strength as Hoover 
possesses is in the cities and larger 
towns and among the women every- 
where. But he bas no organization that 
is capable of getting the vote of his 
supporters recorded. In a few localities 
in the northern part of the state, such 
as Fort Wayne, home of Oscar G. Foel- 
linger, the Hoover campaign manager 
in Indiana, organizations have been 
perfected and are putting up a fight 
that is keeping Senator Watson thor- 
oughly occupied. In the southern and 
central parts of the state there is little, 
if any, organized resistance to the Wat- 
son machine. 

It appears as if the battle between 
Watson and Hoover will be decided in 
the northern counties and possibly in 
Lake county in the extreme northwest 
corner adjoining Chicago, with its large 
industrial population. Lake and other 
northern counties have been the scene 
of desperate fighting between the op- 
posing factions for the last fortnight. 
Both sides are claiming Lake. It was 
this county that saved Watson from 
defeat for the senate in 1926. He won 
Lake county by 12,000 and lost the rest 
of the state by 1,000.

“We have kept this promise, 
and will keep it.” 

The government hopes this promise 
has reached the ears of Pope Pius.

Dr. F. L. Hoffman, conaulting statis- 
ticlan for the Prudential Life Insurance 
company, has recently published a study 
of the suicide rate of persons in dif- 


. ferent occupations. This study shows 


that ecoccupation, or something con- 
nected with it, is a factor. The cccupa- 
tion having the lowest .rate was locomo- 
tive engineers and firemen, and that 
having the highest was hotelkeepers and 
Saloonkeepers. Saloonkeepers had a rate 
which was more than eleven times that 
of locomotive engineers.
